be night before they reach them. 
The bodies so far recovered are so 
badly mangled by the explosion as to 
be unrecognizable except by the re­ 
maining shreds of clothing. 
Relatives 
are permitted to try to Identify, then 
are compelled to leave the building 
while the body is prepared for burial. 
The Italian consul arrived this morn­ 
ing and began an investigation. 
As the work of rescue 
proceeds, 
danger to the rescuers 
is increas­ 
ing. 
Pockets of poisonous gases are 
continually found 
Several rescuers 
have been overcome, and were car­ 
ried from the mine. 
Shortly after the recovery of the 
ten bodies, President J. F. W elbora

gate the catastrophe.

As each body is raised to the 
surface it is surrounded by hyster­ 
ical women, seeking to identify it.

A m em ber of the city cou ncil, for In­ 
stance. u nder the old form of govern­ 
m ent, has so little pow er that it is 
really tint w ort 
while for the people 
of the tow n to become agitated over 
the qu estion of who shall get the job. 
T he ty pical old sty le city govern­ 
m ent of this cou ntry consists of a 
m ay or, 
w ith 
fairly 
large power, 
a 
string of m inor adm inistrativ e offi­ 
cials also c hosen by popu lar vote, and 
a cou ncil w hich som etim es consists of 
tw o legislative bodies. 
The featu re of 
this plan is the distribu tion of power, 
based on ou r ancient fear of kings. 
W e have alw ay s had a su perstitiou s 
dread of giving to any elected official 
pow er enou gh to do any thing for u s 
w ithou t g etting the consent of several 
others. 
W e have overlooked the fact 
that to m ake the form er official obey 
ou r wishes we had a'.so to ex ert sim u l­ 
taneou s compu lsion over the latter, 
w hose consent he needed, and that 
popu lar control becam e thu s any thing 
bu t the sim ple m atter it ou ght to be. 
T he politicians can alw ay s get their 
own way if they m ake the cou ncil 
large enou gh. A cou ncil of fifteen men 
m ight occasionally feel personally the 
pressu re of pu blic opinion, bu t triple 
the size of the cou ncil, and the individ 
u al m em bers become so insignificant 
and pu blicity so su bdivided that each 
m em ber is safely “lost in the shu ffle.” 
Those who promoted the idea of hav ­ 
ing a host of elective .officials in the 
governm ent have alw ay s taken it for 
granted 
that 
there 
w as 
som ething 
dem ocratic a bort this procedu re. 
De­ 
m ocracy , however, does not consist in 
electin g every body , bu t in co n tro llin g 
every body . 
The m ay or’s office boy . 
for instance, may be appointed by the 
m ay or, or elected by popu lar vote. He 
is a pu blic servant, bu t there is noth­ 
ing dem ocratic in electing him when 
he can ju st as well be appointed. 
The 
v ital thing is that he shall be con­ 
trolled by the people, and if he will 
be u nder better control throu gh ap­ 
pointm ent than throu gh election, It Is 
more dem ocratic to appoint him. 
T he commission plan of governm ent 
Is based on no false idea tha t the peo- 
i pie w ant to elect every body . 
It gives 
the power to five men, who thereby

to call them , are in com plete control 
of the governm ent. 
The short ballot 
has left no w ork for the politician to 
do; the people arrang e the whole m at­ 
ter directly w ith the candidates w ith­ 
ou t the politicians’ help. 
The politician is a specialist in c it­ 
izenship, and in the comm ission gov­ 
erned cities citizenship is so sim ple 
tha t there is nothing to be a specialist 
in. 
The m ost m arked phenom enon of 
com m ission governm ent has been the 
increased interest of the people in 
their city governm ent. 
All ey es have 
been focu sed on the city hall m onth 
a fte r 
m onlli 
w ithou t 
interru ption. 
T he acts of the com m ission are the 
topic of conversation for the street 
car and the bu siness m en’s lu ncheon. 
Criticism is plentifu l, and —better y et 
—know ledge 
of the 
facts 
Is 
w ide­ 
spread. 
T he people of the city over­ 
see t he governm ent. 
The force of pu blic opinion has been 
repeatedly illu strated in the com m is­ 
sion governed cities. 
Fbw men. good 
or bad, w ou ld have the strength to re­ 
sist popu lar dem and w hen it is so in­ 
tensively 
concentrated 
u pon 
them , i 
Each com m issioner know s his respon­ 
sibility for w hat is done, and knows 
tha t every body else in tow n know s it 
too. 
Politicians of the average sort 
have boon elected to office m any tim es 
in 
com m ission 
governed 
cities, 
bu t 
their conspicu ou s 
responsibility 
has 
brou ght abou t a rem arkable respon- 
! siveness to the opinion of the people. 
The initiativ e, referendu m and re­ 
call are considered im portant featu res 
of the plan by m any people, bu t G al­ 
veston and H ou ston m ade a su ccess 
of the com m ission plan before any of 
j these featu res were thou ght of and 
their c harters to this day do not pro­ 
vide for them . 
Fu rtherm ore, these 
cities do Dot feel the need of these 
devices and there is no dem and for 
their introdu ction. 


A Chanc® For Mis tak es . 
A few su ggestions for the im prove­ 
m ent of the plan have been m ade ra th­ 
er persistently , based not u pon any dis- 
1 aster that has happened in the past, 
| bu t rather on the fear tha t there m ight 
be trou ble in the fu tu re. 
It has been 
noted, for ex am ple, tha t the city clerk 
in Des M oines, who passes u pon the 
correctness of petitions for the recall 
of com m issioners, is him self a creatu re 
of the com m ission and that in this 
w ork he ou ght to be independent. 
It 
is also pointed ou t tha t there is no in­ 
dependent au diting of the city 's ac­ 
cou nts. T he com m ission au d its its own 
books. 
In both cases it has been su g­ 
gested that these offices be filled by 
popu lar vote. 
In the langu age of those j 
who propose these changes, “ have them 
independently elected by the people 
and responsible to the people.” 
T his 
fam iliar argu m ent involves an error, 
the avoidance of which constitu tes the 
g reat valu e of the com m ission plan. 
It is easy enou gh to create a new office 
and m ake it elective by popu lar vote, 
bu t it is not so easy to “hav e” su ch an 
! officer “responsible to the people.” 
H e 
will not be responsible to the people if 
he is elected in obscu rity w ith no lim e­ 
light directed on his office. 
To be su re, 
he m ay be legally responsible and the 
responsibility in law m ay be very clear­ 
ly established, bu t the people cannot 
and will not hold him to accou nt u n­ 
less he stand s ou t conspicu ou sly before 
them . 
An officer whose fu nctions are 
pu rely ex ecu tive and not of great im ­ 
portance cannot possibly be conspicu ­ 
ou s.

Each citizen can and 
does m ake u p his own ticket, and the 
fu nction 
of 
the 
professional 
ticket 
m aking m achines is thereby entirely 
disposed of. 
If the commission w ere composed of 
ten men instead of five the list of 
nam es wou ld be longer than the aver­ 
age citizen wou ld be likely to rem em ­ 
ber for himself, and we shou ld see a 
natu ral grou ping of candidates 
and 
their election by grou ps instead of 
singly . 
Some "good governm ent asso­ 
ciation” or so m e party m achine, even 
on a no npartisaD ballot, wou ld be su re 
to adv ertise tickets for the gu idance of 
the voters, and in accepting these tick­ 
ets the people wou ld be sharing their 
pow er w ith the ticket m akers. 


The Short Ballot. 
T he commission plan su cceeds there­ 
fore becau se it pu ts the pow er w here 
the people can see it. 
T he vital fea­ 
tu re is not the m ethod of organization, 
h'it the method of popu lar control. 
It 
is the billot on election day w hich is 


wou ld be a little office, overshadow ed 
by the rest of the ticket, dow n a t the 
bottom of the ballot. 
T here wou ld be 
very little pu blicity regarding the can­ 
didates, very little of the pu rify ing 
lim elight w hich is responsible for the 
present good political sanitation in the 
higher offices, and any grou p of schem ­ 
ers mlgty : pu t throu gh a su ccessfu l con­ 
spiracy to captu re the Job. 
T he desirability of an independent 
au d it and an independent Ju dgm ent on 
recall petitions Is nevertheless obviou s. 
It shou ld, how ever, be secu red in som e 
other w ay than by attem pting to m ake 
the people choose the officers. 
The 
sam e effect can be obtained by having 
the state assu m e these du ties. 
Let an 
appointee of the governor be charged 
w ith the du ty of au diting the books of 
all the cities in the sta te, w ith the 
rig ht to prescribe a u niform m ethod of 
keeping them . 
T here is no difficu lty in 
letting som e sta te officer, su ch as the 
secretary of state, pass u pon the gen­ 
u ineness and validity of recall peti­ 
tions. 
The rem oteness of su ch an offi­ 
cer 
from 
the d ispu tants 
m akes 
it 
reasonably certain tha t his position 
w ill be fair. 
If all false "im provem ents” can be 
avoided the fu tu re of the com m ission 
plan will continu e to be fu ll of su c­ 
cess. and its fu ndam ental principle, 
when once u nderstood, w ill be ex tend­ 
ed to states and cou nties.
